Hassins  through  Lama  Pas-

There  are  several  i)oints  of  interest 
in  and  around  Skagway,  including 
Reids  Falls.  Dewey  Falls  and  Lake 
Dewey,  the  Alpine  Bridge  and  the 
Skagway  Park.  The  grave  of  '•Soapy 
Smith"  may  also  interest  some.  For 
those  who  enjoy  mountain  climbing 
the  trii.  to  A.  H.  Mountain  and  Dewey
